"Migration and Cultural 
heritage in Aruba" tonight

Aruban institutions are 
pleased to welcome Profes¬ 
sor Artwell Cain PhD, the 
founder/director of Institute 
of Cultural Heritage & 
Knowledge. Dr. Cain is pre¬ 
senting his work ’’Migration 
and Cultural Heritage in 
Aruba” tonight at the main 
branch of the public library, 
located on George 
Madurostraat in Oranjestad at 
7:30 PM. Last night, he did a 
special session at the IPA 
School in San Nicolas. Prior 
to found the Institute, Dr. 
Cain was the director of NiN- 
see (National Institute of 
Dutch Slavery Past and 
Legacy). He attained his 
masters degree in cultural an¬ 
thropology and gathered ex¬ 
pertise as a science 
researcher in Utrecht, among 
many. He directed the Foun¬ 
dation for the Furtherance of 
the Well-being of Antilleans 
and Arubans at Rotterdam 
and obtained his PhD in 2007 
at the University at Tilburg. 
His thesis examined upward 
social mobility of migrant di¬ 
rectors in Dutch organiza¬ 
tions. He has edited the book 
“Tula: Slave Rebellion in Cu¬ 
racao” and written and pub¬ 
lished various papers and 
essays pertaining to integra¬ 
tion, citizenship, diversity 
policy, representation, issues 
of identity, as well as the af¬ 
termath of Trans -Atlantic 
slavery and social mobility. 

Dr. Cain’s current work, in 
Dutch, pertains to the early 
years of the 20th century 
when many workers through¬ 
out the Caribbean region 
were forced to emigrate from 
their homelands seeking em¬ 
ployment and improved con¬ 
ditions. This was 
characteristic of the period 
between 1900 - 1930, due to 
the depression. This effect 
many Caribbean economies 
in particular after the abolish¬ 


ment of slavery. 

’’Skilled and unskilled 
workers were contracted to 
work in economies which 
were doing relatively better,” 
explains the professor. ’’Some 
worked on the construction 
of the Panama Canal, others 
went to cut sugar cane in 
Cuba, while others worked 
on building the railway sys¬ 
tem in Brazil or were em¬ 
ployed in the banana industry 
of Central America. These 
were common forms of 
climbing out of poverty, cou¬ 
pled with a livelihood strat¬ 
egy and to societal 
aspirations.” 

Events of the 1920’s, 
specifically the construction 
of Lago Oil Company, 
changed Aruba’s fortunes, fa¬ 
cilitating exceptional pros¬ 
perity for the region and 
opportunities for employ¬ 
ment. Workers were con¬ 
tracted largely from the 
English speaking islands, 
which were then colonies of 
Great Britain. These workers 
came from Saint Martin in 
the North to Trinidad and To¬ 
bago in the South, as well as 
many islands between the 
two. 

The immigrant workers 
brought their social memory, 
cultural habits, religious affil¬ 
iations and traditions from 
their respective islands to 
Aruba, most notably Carni¬ 
val, calypso music and steel- 
pan. which have been 
integrated and influence by 
the native culture. The 
essence of this lecture is to 
probe the cultural and social 
contributions brought by 
these migrants to Aruba with 
an analysis of their remaining 
heritage and what this may 
mean to Arubans today. The 
presentation will be in Dutch; 
it is free and all are welcome 
to attend.

The gov¬ 
ernment also considers it im¬ 
portant for our visitors to visit 
our historic buildings in the 


center of the city. With the 
new street cars or trolleys, 
this is the best way to connect 
the route from in front of the 
Oranjestad wharf, go through 
the Schelpstraat, all the way 


up to the end of the 
Mainstreet, make a 
turn and return to 
the starting point 
passing through the 
Havenstraat. 

As much of the 
work in the Main- 
street is not com¬ 
pleted, nor is the law 
pertaining to street¬ 
cars ready, the possi¬ 
bility has been 
created for the street 
car to begin travers¬ 
ing the streets as of 
Saturday.

Colombia's FARC 
presses Santos for 



Nigeria wants world's 
help to slow massive

HAVANA (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bia's leftist FARC guerrillas 
called on President Juan 
Manuel Santos Tuesday to 
agree to a cease-fire, saying 
they supported a proposal for 
an internationally verified 
truce. 

Ivan Marquez, the chief 
FARC negotiator in peace 
talks in Havana with the San¬ 
tos government, praised a 
truce proposal advanced by a 
conservative former law¬ 
maker and government min¬ 
ister, Alvaro Leyva. 

"We agree with your pro¬ 
posal for a bilateral truce with 
international oversight," he 
said, addressing Leyva. 

Leyva made the proposal 
in a column published in the 
newspaper El Nuevo Siglo 
calling for "a ceasefire, a bi¬ 
lateral truce, but one that is 
for real. Controlled. With an 
international verification mis¬ 
sion for the truce." 

In the past, Santos has 
adamantly rejected a cease¬ 
fire without a peace agree¬ 
ment, seeing it as a FARC 
ploy. 

The last attempt at a nego¬ 
tiated settlement collapsed in 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch and Spanish navies on 
Tuesday detained nine al¬ 
leged pirates off the Somali 
coast, the Dutch defence min¬ 
istry said in a statement. 

A helicopter took off from 
Dutch frigate De Ruyter early 
Tuesday after a Panamian- 
registered vessel said it had 
felt threatened. 

The helicopter intercepted 
one high-speed boat and de¬ 
tained "some" of the sus¬ 
pects, the ministry said. 

Spanish frigate Mendez 
Nunez also dispatched a hel¬ 
icopter which intercepted an- 


2002 when rebels used a 
Switzerland-sized demilita¬ 
rized zone set aside as an en¬ 
couragement for peace to 
instead regroup and rearm. 

The FARC declared a uni¬ 
lateral ceasefire for two 
months after the start of the 
current peace talks in No¬ 
vember, but did not extend it 
after the government failed to 
reciprocate. 

Marquez, the FARC's 
number two leader, said it 
wasn't true that the FARC, 
the country's largest rebel 
group, was seeking to re¬ 
group under cover of a cease¬ 
fire. 

"The logic of guerrilla 
war has shown that when 
you are not fighting, you 
tend to disappear," Marquez 
said. "For us a ceasefire im¬ 
plies a big effort, but we 
know it is an important step 
to show the will for peace on 
both sides." 

The FARC, which is esti¬ 
mated to number around 
8,000 fighters, has been wag¬ 
ing an armed struggle since 
1964, making the conflict the 
oldest in Latin America.

British novelist 
slams 'plastic* 
Kate 



LONDON (AFP) - British 
novelist Hilary Mantel 
faced a right royal backlash 
on Tuesday after describing 
Prince William's wife 
Catherine as a "shop win¬ 
dow mannequin" with a 
"plastic smile" whose only 
purpose is to breed. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron waded in to the 
row by criticising the dou¬ 
ble Booker Prize-winning 
author's comments as "com¬ 
pletely wrong", while 
Britain's patriotic press leapt 
to the defence of the preg¬ 
nant Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Mantel, 60, said Kate 
had neither the personality 
of William's late mother 
Diana, princess of Wales, 
nor the presence of histori¬ 
cal heavyweight Anne Bo- 
leyn, who features heavily 
in Mantel's novel "Wolf 
Hall". 

In a lecture given two 
weeks ago at the British Mu¬ 
seum and reprinted this week 
in the London Review of 
Books literary journal, Man¬ 
tel added that Kate appeared 
"machine-made" when she 
first emerged in public. 

"Kate Middleton, as she 
was, appeared to have been 
designed by a committee 
and built by craftsmen, with 
a perfect plastic smile and 
the spindles of her limbs 
hand-turned and gloss-var¬ 
nished," Mantel said. 

Mantel said the 31-year- 
old duchess had gone from 
being a "jointed doll on 
which certain rags are 
hung" to someone whose 
"only point and purpose" 
was to have children, ac¬ 
cording to the novelist.

ABUJA (AFP) - Nigeria has

In addition to efforts by 
the country's security forces, 
she said Nigeria wants inter¬ 
national cooperation to crack 
down on laundering through 
global banks of oil theft 
money as well as funds from 
the refining of stolen crude, 
which often occurs abroad.

Robbers bag jewellery 
worth up to 3 mn euros in 
Paris heist 

PARIS (AFP) - Armed rob¬ 
bers on Tuesday hit an up¬ 
scale diamond jeweller in 
central Paris, making off 
with valuables estimated to 
be worth up to three million 
euros (four million dollars), 
police said. The two men 
armed with handguns held 
up the De Beers stand in the 
Printemps department store 
in the early evening heist. A 
source close to the police in¬ 
quiry said they did not fire 
their weapons and no one 
was injured. De Beers de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
attack. The heist comes less 
than 24 hours after masked 
thieves staged a spectacular 
five-minute robbery on the 
tarmac at Brussels airport, 
stealing diamonds worth 
$50 million (37 million 
euros).

While a 2009 amnesty 
deal led to a sharp decline in 
unrest in the oil-producing 
Niger Delta region, criminal¬ 
ity is still widespread, and 
some in the industry allege 
oil theft has worsened. 

Besides robbing the coun¬ 
try of an estimated $6 billion 
(4.5 billion euros) a year in 
revenue, it also often causes 
pipeline shutdowns since 
thieves sometimes sabotage 
them before stealing oil. 

"I must acknowledge the 
federal government's effort at 
addressing these challenges, 
but there is still a lot more 
that must be done," Mutiu 
Sunmonu, managing director 
of Shell's Nigerian subsidiary 
SPDC told the conference. 

"In the recent past, mili¬ 
tancy has simply been re¬ 
placed by industrial scale oil 
theft and sabotage. We and 
others have had to (cut) sig¬ 
nificant production, spend 
huge amounts on replacing 
and repairing hardware and 
deploying massive resources 
to clean up oil spills." 

However, activists allege 
Shell does not do enough to 
prevent such spills or clean 
them up adequately when 
they occur in many cases. 

A landmark 2011 UN re¬ 
port on oil pollution in Nige¬ 
ria's Ogoniland region 
criticised Shell over control 
and maintenance of its infra¬ 
structure, saying the com¬ 
pany's own procedures were 
not applied. 

Nigeria is Africa's largest 
oil producer, with current 
output at around 2.0 million 
barrels per day. However, 
most of the country lives on 
less than $2 per day, despite 
the country's oil wealth.

World's biggest food firms embroiled 
in Europe horsemeat scandal 


PARIS (AFP) - The world's 
biggest food company, Swiss- 
based Nestle, and the world's 
top beef producer, JBS of 
Brazil, were Tuesday the latest 
in a long list of firms to be em¬ 
broiled in Europe's spiralling 
horsemeat scandal. 

Their involvement in the 
fast-moving drama marked an¬ 
other milestone in a scandal 
that has seen supermarket 
chains across Europe pull from 
their shelves millions of "beef' 
products that are thought to 
contain horsemeat. 

Nestle announced it was re¬ 
moving two ready-to-eat meals 
— beef ravioli and beef 
tortellini — from supermarket 
shelves in Italy and Spain after 
tests found traces of horse 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama said 
Tuesday that General John 
Allen will retire and therefore 
not accept the top job at 
NATO, as he seeks to take care 
of his family after a 19-month 
tour in Afghanistan.

The French firm that 
sparked the Europe-wide food 
alert, by allegedly passing off 
750 tonnes of horsemeat as 
beef, was allowed to resume 
production of minced meat, 
sausages and ready-to-eat 
meals. 

But Spanghero, whose 
horsemeat found its way into 
4.5 million "beef' products 
sold across Europe, will no 
longer be allowed to stock 
frozen meat, France's Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Stephane Le Foil 
said Monday. 

Upholding that ban means it 
cannot act as middleman be¬ 
tween abattoirs and food-pro- 
cessing companies, the 
situation which allegedly al¬ 
lowed it to change labels on 
horsemeat and sell it on as 
beef. 

The firm's sanitary licence 
was suspended last Thursday 
after it was accused of passing 
off huge quantities of misla¬ 
belled meat over a period of six 
months. 

Horsemeat in "beef' dishes 
has now been confirmed in 
products found in Britain, Ire¬ 
land, France, Austria, Norway, 
the Netherlands, Germany, 
Italy, Spain and Belgium. 

All parties have stressed 
that this is a food labelling 
issue, not a health issue. 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Heavily 
armed robbers disguised as po¬ 
lice made off with $50 million 
(37 million euros) worth of di¬ 
amonds in a spectacular heist 
on the tarmac at Brussels air¬ 
port, prosecutors and diamond 
dealers said Tuesday. 

The Monday night robbery at 
Zaventem airport just before 8 
pm (1900 GMT) was "one of 
the biggest" ever, said a spokes¬ 
woman for the Antwerp World 
Diamond Centre (AWDC), the 
global dealers' syndicate. 

The raid saw a gang of eight 
hooded thieves pull up on the 
runway in two black vehicles 
with blue police-like markings, 
Brussels prosecutors' spokes¬ 
woman Anja Bijnens told a 
press conference. 

They forced their way 
through security barriers and 
sped towards a Swiss passenger 
aircraft about to take off on the 
runway, forcing open the cargo 
hold to reach gems that had al¬ 
ready been loaded, she said. 

Bijnens said the thieves were 
wearing police uniforms and 
carrying machine guns, adding: 
"They wanted to pass them¬ 
selves off as cops." 

They seized at least 120 
packages, which was only a 
partial haul from the shipment, 
she said. 

The pilot, co-pilot and staff 
from a Brink's armoured car 
that transported the gems were 


held up but "no shots were fired 
and no-one was injured," Bij¬ 
nens said of a robbery that was 
over "within minutes." 

She said the thieves made off 
at high speed through the same 
gap in the security cordon they 
had opened in front of unsus¬ 
pecting ground staff and trav¬ 
ellers, adding that the 
passengers on board the plane 
"saw nothing" and that the air¬ 
craft, bound for Zurich, did not 
leave Brussels. 

The Swiss air company said 
the plane was on a regular flight 
operated by its partner Helvetic 
Airways. 

According to the AWDC, the 
global diamond business is 
worth more than $60 billion 
each year. 

Some $200 million worth of 
stones move in and out of 
Antwerp every day, the spokes¬ 
woman added. 

The gems taken "included 
rough stones as well as cut dia¬ 
monds from Antwerep that 
were being transported to 
Zurich," the AWDC spokes¬ 
woman said. 

Neither the prosecutor's of¬ 
fice nor the AWDC official 
would give any details as to 
whom the shipment belonged. 
The prosecutor's office said the 
packages contained mainly di¬ 
amonds. 

The AWDC said the haul 
was worth $50 million dollars.

Tarik Jasarevic, spokesman 
for the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion, told AFP that some 2,500 
people had caught the disease 
in the country's northeast. 

"They don't have access to 
clean water, or electricity to 
work their pumps, so they 
draw water from the river," he 
said. 

The ability of international 
aid agencies to operate in Syria 
has been limited, despite the 
glaring needs created by a 
bloody civil war which broke 
out in March 2011 when the 


A total of 12 cases of 
the virus have so far been re¬ 
ported to the WHO with five 
previous fatalities — three in 
Saudi Arabia and two in Jor¬ 
dan. 

The person who died in 
Britain already had a "long¬ 
term, complex unrelated 
health condition", the hospital 
said.

Typhoid is a bacterial dis¬ 
ease spread by food or drink 
contaminated with the faeces 
or urine of infected people. 


"The patient was immuno¬ 
compromised and is believed 
to have contracted the virus 
from a relative who is being 
treated for the condition in a 
Manchester hospital," it 
added. 

The hospital was working 
with Britain's Health Protec¬ 
tion Agency to trace other 
family members and contacts 
of the patients, it added. 

The other two patients from 
the same family are said to be 
recovering. 

The cases raised alarm be¬ 
cause they appeared to show 
person-to-person transmission 
of the virus, although the 
WHO said the risk of infection 
appeared to be low. 

There have been four cases 
of the virus in Britain so far 
after a 49-year-old Qatari man 
was treated at a London hospi¬ 
tal in September for the virus. 

Coronaviruses cause most 
common colds but can also 
cause SARS (severe acute res¬ 
piratory syndrome). 

A SARS epidemic killed 
more than 800 people when it 
swept out of China in 2003, 
sparking a major international 
health scare.

Outlook.com is also ’’de¬ 
signed to make it easy to send 
hundreds of photos and 
videos in a single message,” it 
said.

’’These solar panels have a 
faulty electrical connection 
which constitutes a fire haz¬ 
ard,” the Dutch Food and 
Goods Authority (NVWA) 
said in a statement. 

’’People who have these 
dangerous solar panels on 
their roofs are advised to dis¬ 
connect them in a safe man¬ 
ner,” it added. 

The problem is with the 
connection between the panel 
and a junction box at the back 
which could cause an electri¬ 
cal spark, damaging the box 
and causing it to smoulder. 

’’The sparks could jump 


onto the roof and cause a fire,” 
the NVWA said. 

Dutch daily De Volkskrant 
reported that Scheuten Solar 
Systems sold some 650,000 of 
the solar panels across Europe 
between August 2009 and 
February 2012. 

Scheuten allegedly knew 
about the fire risk as far back 
as 2010, De Volkskrant said, 
quoting company documents, 
but only began taking action 
last year after two fires broke 
out in France. 

Based in the southeastern 
city of Venlo, Scheuten Solar 
Systems went bankrupt last 
year and since then at least 
1,000 damage claims have 
been lodged with the com¬ 
pany's receiver, the paper said. 

The fire hazard can be neu¬ 
tralised by repairing or replac¬ 
ing the junction box, the paper 
said. However, the NVWA 
warned that "at this moment 
there's no good way of fixing 
it,” and urged users to have the 
panel disconnected by profes¬ 
sionals. 

Many Dutch households are 
turning to solar power in the 
search for green energy, ac¬ 
cording to the Dutch central 
statistics office, but the coun¬ 
try lags far behind Germany 
and Italy, the most prolific 
users of solar power in Eu¬ 
rope. 


BMW recalls 750,000 cars 
worldwide 



FRANKFURT (AFP) - German luxury car maker BMW is 
recalling about 750,000 cars worldwide over potential 
electrical problems, a spokesman said on Tuesday. The 
recall affects mainly about 500,000 cars in the United 
States, specifically various versions of its 1-Series and 
3-Series cars built between March 2007 and July 2011 
and its Z4 model built between March 2009 and June 
2011. Cars sold in Canada, Japan and South Africa were 
also affected, the spokesman said. The recall is the re¬ 
sults of problems with a battery cable connector which 
could break and cause a loss of electrical power to the 
vehicle, causing the car to stall unexpectedly and even 
crash.

BERLIN (AFP) - German po¬ 
lice carried out a vast opera¬ 
tion on Tuesday against a 
network of companies alleged 
to have swindled would-be 
real estate investors of more 
than 100 million euros, prose¬ 
cutors in Frankfurt said. 

’’Today, about 1,200 investi¬ 
gators and 15 prosecutors car¬ 
ried out 130 searches and 
seized assets worth more than 
100 million euros, as well as 
issued arrest warrants against 
the six allegedly responsible, 
aged between 33 and 70,” the 
prosecutor’s office said in a 
statement. 

The sums involved reached 
hundreds of millions of euros 
(dollars), the office said. 

The operation was carried 
out across seven regional 
states, including Hamburg and 
Bavaria, and 50 people are 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Around 
50 Brazilian workers at South 
America’s largest port are oc¬ 
cupying a Chinese freighter to 
protest the use of Chinese labor 
rather than local longshore¬ 
men, unions said Tuesday. 

The dispute began Monday 
at the port of Santos in south¬ 
east Brazil after the arrival of 
the Zhen Hua 10 from Shang¬ 
hai loaded with towering 
equipment to be used for un¬ 
loading and moving containers 
in Embraport’s new private ter- 
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suspected of involvement. 

The prosecutors said police 
had been investigating a 
Frankfurt-based company 
since mid-2012, which the 
German news agency DPA 
identified as real estate firm 
S&K Sachwert. 

The company is alleged to 
have partnered with hundreds 
of other firms as part of a 
Ponzi-like fraud scheme, a 
style of financial subterfuge 
made famous by US investor 
Bernard Maddof at the height 
of the financial crisis. 

According to media reports, 
the company promised in¬ 
vestors 12 percent profits on 
real estate investments, which 
were then diverted to finance 
the lavish lifestyles of com¬ 
pany executives or pay back 
the first wave of investment 
victims.

CHICAGO (AFP) - A US

Gold Coast Aruba: This is the time to invest 
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Football: Goal-line technology 
and how it works 



PARIS (AFP) - Ever since the 
dawn of football, governing 
bodies have been looking for 
ways to avoid controversial 
refereeing decisions. 

Goals have always been 
awarded when they should not 
have been and disallowed 
when they should have stood, 
because referees and linesmen 
are unsighted or too far from 
the action. 

Probably the most famous 
cases on the international 
stage, curiously all involve 
England, but the three events 
span 46 years. 

The argument still rages to 
this day on whether Geoff 
Hurst’s controversial third goal 
in the 1966 World Cup final at 
Wembley, awarded by referee 
Gottfried Dienst and Soviet 
linesman Tofik Bakhramov, 
actually crossed the line. 

Then, in the 2010 World 
Cup against Germany, Frank 
Lampard had a perfectly good 
goal wiped out as England 
slipped to a 4-1 defeat, a deci¬ 
sion which led FIFA president 
Sepp Blatter to apologise and 
push for goal-line technology 
to be introduced. 

And in last year's Euro 
2012, Ukraine were on the re¬ 
ceiving end when Marko 
Devic's effort, which had 
clearly crossed the line, was 
hooked away to safety by John 
Terry. 

Goal-line Technology 
(GLT) will be in place for this 
year's Confederations Cup in 
Brazil, as a dress rehearsal for 
next year's World Cup when it 
will be fully operational. 

At present, two rival sys¬ 
tems have been licensed by 
FIFA - although when it comes 
to putting the contracts out to 
tender, two more German 
firms are expected to throw 
their hats into the ring. 

The most high profile sys¬ 
tem is Hawk-Eye. 

Hawk-Eye works by utilis¬ 
ing six cameras at each goal to 
track the ball on the pitch, not 


disimmilar to the system in use 
at the Wimbledon tennis tour¬ 
nament. 

The British system's soft¬ 
ware employs "triangulation" 
to pinpoint the exact location 
of the football and if it crosses 
the goal-line, then an en¬ 
crypted radio signal is sent to 
the referee's wristwatch to in¬ 
dicate a goal has been scored. 

In line with FIFA's require¬ 
ments, the whole process takes 
less than a second to complete. 

The other competing system 
is GoalRef from Germany. 

GoalRef uses a microchip 


implanted in the ball and low 
magnetic waves around the 
goal. 

The system detects any 
change in the magnetic field 
on or behind the goal-line to 
determine if a goal has been 
scored and, again, the process 
takes under one second for a 
message to be relayed to the 
referee. 

Barring any last-minute 
problems, the expectation is 
that one or both systems will 
be used for the Confederations 
Cup and the World Cup. 

And in line with England's 
history of controversy with 
goal-line incidents, London 
bookmakers have immediately 
quoted England at 66-1 to 
have a goal awarded by goal 
line technology at the 2014 
World Cup. 

The same odds are quoted 
for a disallowed goal. 

Or anyone who fancies a 
more ambitious flutter should 
get down to Ladbrokes and put 
money on England at 400-1 to 
become the first side to win a 
major tournament thanks to 
being awarded a goal in the 
final under the new rules.

Boxing: Mayweather to 
face Guerrero in May, 
inks new TY deal 



LONDON3 (AFP) - Bayern 
Munich loaded fresh misery 
onto beleaguered Arsenal with 
a 3-1 win at the Emirates Sta¬ 
dium on Tuesday that left 
them with one foot in the 
Champions League quarter-fi¬ 
nals. 

Seeking a reaction after Sat¬ 
urday's shock FA Cup exit at 
the hands of second-tier 
Blackburn Rovers, Arsenal 
were instead soundly beaten 
by a Bayern side desperate to 
atone for last season's Cham¬ 
pions League final heartache. 

Runaway leaders in the 
Bundesliga, Bayern bossed 
the first half of the last 16, 
first leg, and went in 2-0 up at 
half-time through goals from 
Toni Kroos and Thomas 
Mueller. 

Lukas Podolski replied 


early in the second half, 
breaching his former club's 
defence for the first time in 
2013, but Mario Mandzukic 
struck late on to put Bayern 
firmly in control ahead of the 
second leg on March 13. 

With defeat, Arsenal's 
hopes of ending an eight-year 
trophy drought recede still 
further, and although Bayern 
will be without the suspended 
Bastian Schweinsteiger in the 
second leg, with three away 
goals, they may not miss him. 

The return of the Champi¬ 
ons League gave Arsenal the 
opportunity to forget their do¬ 
mestic woes, and the smoke 
from the Bayern fans' flares 
that drifted across the pitch at 
kick-off only served to em¬ 
phasise the change of atmos¬ 
phere. 


Greeted by roars from the 
home fans as they left the tun¬ 
nel, Arsenal began with intent, 
and saw first Santi Cazorla 
and then Theo Walcott thread 
inviting crosses into the Bay¬ 
ern box from the right. 

However, the wind was 
sucked from their sails in only 
the seventh minute as Bayern 
took the lead from their first 
attack. 

Mueller’s cross from the 
right eluded the stretching 
Mikel Arteta and Kroos beat 
Per Mertesacker to the bounc¬ 
ing ball to hit a crisp half-vol- 
ley that skipped off the turf 
and flashed past the flailing 
Wojciech Szczesny. 

It was a cruel blow for Ar¬ 
senal and things got even 
worse in the 21 st minute, with 
Mueller volleying into the 
roof of the net from close 
range after Szcezsny parried 
Daniel Van Buyten's header 
from a right-wing comer. 

Bacary Sagna and Arteta 
found their way into the ref¬ 
eree's book as the hosts’ frus¬ 
trations threatened to get the 
better of them, while Bayern's 
fans launched a gleeful choms 
of the English terrace chant, 
'Football's coming home!' 

Arsenal manager Arsene 
Wenger introduced Tomas 
Rosicky and Olivier Giroud in 
the 72nd minute and the pair 
almost made an immediate 
impact. 


LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten welterweight fighter 
Floyd Mayweather said Tues¬ 
day that he will face fellow 
American Robert Guerrero on 
May 4 as part of a new deal 
with telecasters CBS and 
Showtime. 

Mayweather, who previ¬ 
ously had worked with rival 
telecaster HBO, called the new 
deal for up to six fights over 
30 months the biggest in box¬ 
ing history, but said financial 
details of the contract were 
confidential. 

Should all six fights take 
place and his pay-per-view av¬ 
erages of more than one million 
buys per bout hold steady, May¬ 
weather claimed the deal would 
be the largest for an individual 
athlete in sports history. 

Mayweather, 43-0 with 26 
knockouts, has not fought 
since taking a unanimous 12- 
round decision from Miguel 
Cotto last May. Since then, 
Mayweather has served a 90- 
day jail sentence for domestic 


battery. 

Southpaw Guerrero, 31-1-1 
with 18 knockouts, has won 15 
fights in a row since suffering 
his only loss, a 2005 split-de¬ 
cision defeat at the hands of 
Mexico's Gamaliel Diaz. 

Boxing fans have long 
sought a Mayweather fight 
against Filipino icon Manny 
Pacquiao, 54-5 with two 
drawn and 38 knockouts. 

But the Asian star lost his last 
two fights, the most recent when 
he was stopped in the sixth 
round by Mexico's Juan Manuel 
Marquez last December. 
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
